See The His¬ 
torical Background. From Miletus 
Paul sent to Ephesus to ask the elders 
of the church there to come to meet 
him. In the churches which he found¬ 
ed Paul had established the office of 
deacons and had ordained elders af¬ 
ter the model of the Jewish synagogue. 
Peter, in hia^Splgtles, calls himself a 
fellow-elder; and Paul calls these 
church officials sometimes elders and 
sometimes bishops, using the latter 
term, which means literally overseers, 
or superintendents, In churches where 
the Gentile element, was large. 

When the Ephesian elders arrived, 
Paul began his talk by recalling to 
their minds his mode of life while 
among them. First of all he spoke 
of his “lowliness of mind.” Humility 
was a remarkable virtue in Paul, for It 
was an uncommon one in his day. Fear 
of giving offense to the Jews and en¬ 
dangering his own life had not kept 
him from preaching a crucified Christ, 
the need for repentance amt faith, and 
the gospel for Gentiles as well a3 Jews.

Two liners have recently been fitted 
with three funnels each—to give them 
a more imposing effect. 

There are many giant vessels afloat 
today carrying extra funnels that are 
nothing more or less than dummies, 
for modern engineering has proved It 
! advantageous to bring all the “up¬ 
takes” from the boiler-rooms to one 
funnel only. 

It is curious that motorshlps have at 
least one funnel. This Is because the 
vessels contain boilers, although they 
are not used for creating steam to pro¬ 
pel the ship. They are for the hot 
water systems and central heating 
Some means have to be found for 
carrying away the fumes—hence the 
motor-ships are fitted with funnels.
